In  compliance  with  provisions  of  various  laws 
related  to  certain  agricultural  materials,  there  are 
submitted  herewith  the  results  of  analyses  of  official 
samples  of  commercial  feed,  fertilizer,  and  liming 
materials  taken  during  the  period  from  July  1,  19o4  to 
June  30,  1965. 

The  samples  herein  reported  represent  various 
lots  of  products  offered  for  sale  by  the  dealers  of  the 
Commonwealth.    They  were  taken  by  official  methods  by 
agents  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  were  analyzed  by  methods  of  the  Association  of 
Official  Agricultural  Chemists.    For  the  most  part,  the 
analyses  were  done  in  the  new  laboratory  facilities. 

The  report  also  includes  production,  registra- 
tion, and  other  information  believed  to  be  of  value  to 
those  interested  in  the  agricultural  aspects  of  our 
Commonwealth.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  is  required  by- 
law to  make  regular  inspections  of  commercial  feeds,  fertilizers, 
and  liming  materials  offered  for  sale  within  the  Commonwealth. 
Results  of  the  analytical  work,  which  are  an  important  part  of  the 
control  program,  for  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1964,  and  ending 
June  30,  1965,  are  summarized  in  this  publication. 

This  report  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  an  evaluation  of 
feed  formiilas  or  feeding  practices.     Similarly  the  reports  on 
fertilizer  and  lime  are  only  an  indication  as  to  the  agreement 
existing  between  the  guarantee  as  stated  and  the  actual  amount  of 
the  guaranteed  component  found  to  be  present.     Inquiries  as  to  the 
suitability  of  various  agricultural  commodities  for  a  specific 
purpose  should  be  directed  to  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University  or  your  local  county  agent. 

Both  the  Pennsylvania  Commercial  Feed  Law  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Fertilizer  Law  have  been  recently  amended  and  the  complete 
text  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  publication.     They  both  follow 
closely  the  uniform  Model  Bills  which  were  prepared  by  national 
committees  consisting  of  experienced  control  officials  and  repre- 
sentatives of  related  industries.    Modifications  of  the  uniform  pro- 
posals that  better  fit  the  needs  of  Pennsylvania  agriculture  have 
been  made  but  the  similarity  with  the  laws  of  neighboring  states  is 
sufficient  to  avoid  serious  problems  for  the  manufacturer  engaged 
in  interstate  commerce. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  a  total  of  4,795 
official  samples  of  commercial  feed  were  secured  and  analyzed  for 
their  protein,  fat,  fiber,  and  level  of  medication,  if  any.  The 
analytical  work  will  continue  at  about  this  level  but  with  increased 
emphasis  on  secondary  guarantees  such  as  calcium,  phosphorus. 
Vitamin  A,  and  other  important  nutrient  materials. 

A  total  of  1,635  samples  of  fertilizer  were  analyzed  during 
the  same  period.     It  is  anticipated  that  the  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  samples  taken  annually  will  continue.  Furthermore, 
checking  fertilizer  samples  for  secondary  elements  is  being  pro- 
grammed at  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  liming  material  samples  taken  during  the 
inspection  period  was  252,  and  this  represents  a  substantial  in- 
crease over  previous  years. 
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The  new  laws  are  an  assurance  of  a  better  enforcement  pro- 
gram and  of  greater  service  to  the  farmer  and  the  manufacturer. 
Samples  are  taken  on  a  year-round  basis,  subject  only  to  seasonal 
limitations.    The  control  program  has  two  basic  purposes.  First, 
to  assure  the  farmer  of  quality  products  and,  secondly,  to  make 
certain  that  manufacturers  compete  fairly  with  one  another.  Only 
the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  manufacturers  conduct  their 
businesses  at  a  highly  ethical  level  insures  the  program  of  any 
degree  of  success. 

During  the  inspection  period  a  total  of  ^^3  samples  of 
feeds,  guaranteed  to  contain  a  specific  level  of  medication,  were 
collected  as  a  part  of  the  feed  control  program.    Of  these,  S6l 
(97.5^)  were  analyzed  for  their  drug  content  and,  for  the  most 
part,  were  found  to  be  substantially  in  keeping  with  the 

declared  guarantee.    Those  for  which  the  guarantee  was  not  reason- 
ably well  met  were,  for  the  most  part,   (S,l^)  below  the  declared 
level.    Very  few  feeds  {1,3%)  were  found  to  contain  excessively 
high  amounts  of  drugs.     A  number  of  samples  {2,6%)  were  found  to 
contain  no  drug,  although  the  drug  was  declared  to  be  present  and 
it  is  believed  that  our  recently  initiated  program  which  is  co- 
ordinated with  the  Good  Manufacturing  Practices  of  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  will  substantially  reduce  those  instances 
where  the  manufacturer  has  inadvertently  forgotten  to  add  the  drug 
to  the  feed. 

The  use  of  medication  in  feeds  is  not  a  substitute  for 
sound  management  and  sanitation  in  the  production  of  meat,  milk, 
and  eggs.    Neglect  of  good  management  principles  can  overcome  all  ; 
the  benefits  gained  by  the  use  of  medicated  feeds.     Advances  in 
animal  nutrition  have  been  remarkable  in  the  past  several  years. 
The  one-time  philosophy  based  solely  on  protein,  fat,  and  fiber 
has  been  replaced  with  a  feeding  program  that  includes  the  use  of 
vitamins,  minerals,  antibiotics,  hormones,  and  other  medicaments. 
These  newcomers  to  the  field  of  animal  nutrition  require  siir- 
veillance,  as  while  they  are  often  present  in  minute  amounts,  they 
must  be  uniformly  dispersed  through  the  feed  in  order  to  do  satis- 
factorily the  job  for  which  they  are  intended. 

At  the  present  time  the  record  of  this  laboratory  is 
second  to  none  among  state  feed  control  laboratories  in  the  assay- 
ing of  dirugs,  and  we  hope  to  maintain  this  enviable  position. 

It  is  thought  that  the  modern  laboratory  facilities  now 
being  used  in  the  new  State  Agriculture  Building  will  enable  the 
Division  of  Feed  and  Fertilizer  to  increase  its  effectiveness  in 
the  field  of  consumer  protection  to  the  agricultural  interests  of 
Pennsylvania.

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PENNSYLVANIA  FEED  LAW 
Act  of  September  1,  1965,  Act  221 


Rep-ulating  the  distribution  of  commercial  feeds  and  customer- 
formula  feeds  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania;  con- 
ferring powers  and  imposing  duties  on  the  Department  of 
Agriculture;  and  prescribing  penalties. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
hereby  enacts  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Short  Title.— This  act  shall  be  known  and  may 
be  cited  as  the  "Pennsylvania  Commercial  Feed  Law  of  1905. 

Section  2.     Enforcing  Of f icial . — This  act  shall  be  ad-_ 
ministered  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  Pennsylvania 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "secretary." 

Section  3.     Definitions  of  Words  and  Terms.— imen  used  in 
this  act :  . 

(1)  The  term  "person"  includes  individual,  partnership, 
corporation  and  association. 

(2)  The  tenn  "distribute"  means  to  offer  for  sale,  sell 
or  barter  commercial  feed  or  customer-formula  feeds;  or  to 
supply    furnish  or  otherwise  provide  comraercial  feed  or  cus- 
toraer-formula  feed  to  a  contract  feeder;  the  term  "distributor' 
means  any  person  who  distributes. 

(3)  The  term  "sell"  or  "sale"  includes  exchange. 

(4)  The  term  "commercial  feed"  means  all  materials  which 
are  distributed  for  use  as  feed  or  for  mixing  in  feed,  for 
animals  other  than  man  except:   (i)  unmixed  whole  seeds  or 
grains  and  meals  made  directly  from  the  entire  seeds,  (ii) 
unground  hay,  straw,  stover,  silage,  cobs,  husks  and  hulls 
when  not  mixed  with  other  materials,    (iii)  individual  chemical 
compounds  when  not  mixed  with  other  materials. 

(5)  The  term  "customer-formula  feed"  means  a  mixture  of 
commercial  feeds  and/or  materials,  each  batch  of  which  mix- 
ture is  mixed  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the 
final  purchaser,  or  contract  feeder. 

(6)  The  term  "feed  ingredient"  means  each  of  the  constituent 
materials  making  up  a  comraercial  feed. 

(7)  The  term  "mineral  feed"  shall  mean  a  substance  or  mixture 
of  substances  designed  or  intended  to  supply  primarily  mineral 
elements  or  inorganic  nutrients. 

(g)     The  term  "brand  name"  means  any  word,  name,  symbol,  or 
device,  or  any  combination  thereof,  identifying  the  commercial 
feed  of  a  distributor  and  distinguishing  it  from  that  of  others. 

(9)     The  term  "product  name"  means  the  name  of  the  Comraercial 
feed  which  identifies  it  as  to  kind,  class  or  specific  use. 
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(10)  The  term  "label"  means  a  display  of  written,  printed, 
or  graphic  matter  upon  or  affixed  to  the  container  in  which  a 
commercial  feed  is  distributed,  or  on  the  invoice  or  delivery 
slip  with  which  a  commercial  feed  or  customer-formula  feed  is 
distributed. 

(11)  The  term  "ton"  means  a  net  weight  of  two  thousand 
pounds  avoirdupois. 

(12)  The  terms  "per  cent"  or  "percentage"  mean  percentage 
by  weight, 

(13)  The  term  "official  sample"  means  any  sample  of  feed 
taken  by  the  secretary  or  his  agent  and  designated  as  "official" 
by  the  secretary. 

(14)  The  term  "contract  feeder"  means  a  person  who,  as  an 
independent  contractor,  feeds  commercial  feed  to  animals  pur- 
suant to  a  contract  whereby  such  commercial  feed  is  supplied, 
furnished,  or  otherwise  provided  to  such  person  and  whereby 
such  person ^s  remuneration  is  determined  all  or  in  part  by 
feed  consumption,  mortality,  profits,  or  amount  or  quality 

of  product. 

(15)  The  term  "facility"  means  each  separate  mill  or  plant, 
fixed  or  mobile. 

Section  4.    Registration. — (a)  Every  facility  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  commercial  feed  or  customer-f omula  feed  to  be 
distributed  in  Pennsylvania  shall  on  January  1  of  each  year, 
or  prior  to  manufacture  or  distribution  of  such  feed,  register 
each  such  facility  on  a  form  furnished  by  the  secretary,  the 
application  to  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10). 
Upon  approval  by  the  secretary,  a  copy  of  the  registration 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  and  displayed  in  the 
facility, 

(b)     The  secretary  is  empowered  to  refuse  the  registration 
of  any  facility  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  to  cancel  the  registration  of  any  facility  subsequently 
found  not  to  be  in  compliance  with  any  provision  of  this  act: 
Provided,  however,  That  no  registration  shall  be  refused  or 
cancelled  until  the  registrant  shall  have  been  given  opportxmity 
to  be  heard  before  the  secretary. 

Section  5.  Labeling. — (a)  Any  commercial  feed  distributed 
in  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  legible  label 
bearing  the  following  information: 

(1)  The  net  weight. 

(2)  The  product  name  and  brand  name,  if  any,  under  which 
the  commercial  feed  is  distributed. 

(3)  The  guaranteed  analysis  of  the  commercial  feed,  listing 
the  minimum  percentage  of  crude  protein,  minimum  percentage  of 
crude  fat,  and  maximum  percentage  of  crude  fiber.     For  all 
mineral  feeds  and  for  those  commercial  feeds  containing  a  level 
of  added  mineral  ingredients  established  by  regulation,  the 
list  shall  include  the  following,  if  added:    minimum  and  maximum 
percentages  of  calcium  (Ga),  minimum  percentage  of  phosphorus 
(P),  minimum  percentage  of  iodine   (I),  and  minimum  and  maximum 
percentages  of  salt   (NaCl).     Other  substances  or  elements, 
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determinable  by  laboratory  methods,  may  be  guaranteed  by 
permission  of  the  secretary.    VJhen  any  items  are  guaranteed, 
?hey  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  and  analysis  accordance 
with  the  methods  and  regulations  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
secretary.     The  secretary  may  by  regulation  designate  certain 
commercial  feeds  which  need  not  be  labeled  to  show  guarantees 
for  crude  protein,  crude  fat  and  crude  fiber. 

(L)     The  common  or  usual  name  of  each  ingredient  used  m 
the  manufacture  of  the  commercial  feed,  ^^^^P\^^^^^^,f  ^j;f  f  ^ 
may,  by  regulation,  permit  the  use  of  a  collective  term  for  a 
p-roip  of  ingredients  all  of  which  perform  the  same  function. 
An  ingredient  statement  is  not  required  for  single  standardized 
ineredient  feeds  which  are  officially  defined. 

15)     The  name  and  principal  address  of  the  person  responsible 
for  distributing  the  commercial  feed.  ,  .  ^ 

(b)    men  a  commercial  feed  is  distributed  m  this  Common- 
wealth in  bags  or  other  containers,  the  label  shall  be  placed 
on  or  affixed  to  the  container.     V/hen  a  commercial  feed  is 
distributed  in  bulk  the  label  shall  accompany  delivery  and  be 
furnished  to  the  purchaser  at  time  of  delivery. 

(C)     A  customer-formula  feed  shall  be  labeled  by  invoice. 
The  invoice,  which  is  to  accompany  delivery  and  be  supplied  to 
the  purchaser  at  the  time  of  delivery,  shall  bear  the  following 

information: 

(1)  Name  and  address  of  the  mixer. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser. 

(3)  Date  of  sale.  ,  ,  ^ 
ii)     The  product  name  and  brand  name,  if  any,  and  number  of 

pounds  of  each  commercial  feed  used  in  the  mixture  and  the  name 
and  number  of  pounds  of  each  other  feed  ingredient  added.  _ 

(d)     If  a  commercial  feed  or  a  customer-formula  feed  contains 
a  non-nutritive  substance  which  is  intended  for  use  m  the 
diagnosis,  cure,  mitigation,  treatment,  or  prevention  of  disease 
or  parasites  or  which"  is  intended  to  affect  the  structure  or  any 
function  of  the  animal  body,  the  secretary  may  require  the  label 
to  show  the  amount  present,   directions  for  use,  and/or  warnings 
against  misuse  of  the  feed. 

Section  6,     Inspection  Fees.— (a)     There  shall  be  paid  to  the 
secretary  for  all  commercial  feeds  distributed  in  this  Common- 
x^ealth  an  inspection  fee  at  the  rate  of  five  cents   (5c)  per 
ton  annually:     Provided,  however.  That  customer-formula  feeds 
are  hereby  exempted  And,  provided  further,  That  distribution 
of  commercial  feeds  to  manufacturers  are  hereby  exempted  if  the 
commercial  feeds  so  distributed  are  used  solely  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  feeds:     And,  provided  further.  That  the  distribution  of 
single  feed  ingredients  is  hereby  exempted:     And,  provided 
further.  That  the  distribution  of  commercial  feeds  by  a  manu- 
facturer to  his  contract  feeder  is  hereby  exempted.  However 
in  no  case  shall  the  inspection  fee  paid  annually  amount  to  less 
than  one  dollar  ($1).     Fees  so  collected  as  well  as  moneys 
derived  from  registration  and  fines  shall  be  placed  m  a  lund 
to  be  administered  by  the  secretary  and  shall  be  used  solely  for 
the  cost  of  inspection,  sampling  and  analysis  and  other  expenses 
necessary  for  the  administration  of  this  act  and  acts  speciiied 
by  the  General  Assembly.     Such  funds  shall  be  knovm  as  the  Feed 
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and  Fertilizer  Fund.     The  secretary,  having  determined  after  • 
a  public  hearing  following  notice  to  the  registrants  that 
moneys  derived  from  the  registration  and  inspection  fees  are 
either  greater  or  less  than  that  required  to  administer  this 
act,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  reduce  or  increase 
the  inspection  fee  so  as  to  maintain  revenues  sufficient  to 
administer  this  act,  but  such  revenues  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000)  for  any  one 
year. 

(B)     EVERY  PERSON,  EXCEPT  AS  HEREINAFTER  PROVIDED,  WHO  ■ 
DISTRIBUTES  COMERCIAL  FEED  IN  THIS  GOmomVEALTH  SHALL: 

(1)  File,  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  an  annual  statement,  under  oath,  setting  forth  the 
number  of  net  tons  of  commercial  feeds  distributed  in  this  - 
Commonwealth  during  the  preceding  calendar  year;  and  upon 
filing  such  statement  shall  pay  the  inspection  fee  at  the 
rate  stated  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  or,  in  lieu  ■ 
thereof,  at  the  rate  established  by  the  secretary  by  regula- 
tion promulgated  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section.  When 
more  than  one  person  is  involved  in  the  distribution  of  a 
commercial  feed,  the  person  who  distributes  to  the  consumer 
is  responsible  for  reporting  the  tonnage  and  paying  the 
inspection  fee  unless  the  report  and  payment  have  been  made 
by  a  prior  distributor  of  the  feed. 

(2)  Keep  such  records  as  may  be  necessary  or  required  by 
the  secretary  to  indicate  accurately  the  tonnage  of  commercial 
feed  distributed  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  secretary  shall 
have  the  right  to  examine  such  records  to  verify  statements 
of  tonnage. 

(c)    Failure  to  make  an  accurate  statement  of  tonnage  or  to 
pay  the  inspection  fee  or  comply  as  provided  herein  shall 
constitute  sufficient  cause  for  the  cancellation  of  the  re- 
gistration on  file  for  the  distributor. 

Section  7.    Adulteration. —No  person  shall  distribute  an 
adulterated  feed.     A  commercial  feed  or  customer-formula  feed 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated: 

(1)  If  any  poisonous,  deleterious,  or  nonnutritive  ingredient 
has  been  added  in  sufficient  amount  to  render  it  injurious  to 
health  when  fed  in  accordance  with  directions  for  use  on  the 
label. 

(2)  If  any  valuable  constituent  has  been  in  whole  or  in  part 
omitted  or  abstracted  therefrom  or  any  less  valuable  substance 
substituted  therefor. 

(3)  If  its  composition  or  quality  falls  below  or  differs 
from  that  which  it  is  purported  or  is  represented  to  possess 
by  its  labeling. 

(4)  If  it  contains  added  hulls,  screenings,  straw,  cobs,  or 
other  high  fiber  material  unless  the  name  of  each  such  material 
is  stated  on  the  label. 

(5)  If  it  contains  viable  weed  seeds  in  amounts  exceeding 
the  limits  which  the  secretary  shall  establish  by  rule  or 
regulation. 
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Section         Misbranding.— No  person  shall  distribute  mis- 
branded  feed.     A  commercial  feed  or  customer-formula  feed 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded:  . 

(1)  If  its  labeling  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 

(2)  If  it  is  distributed  under  the  name  of  another  feed. 

(3)  If  it  is  not  labeled  as  required  in  section  5  of  this 
act  and  in  regulations  prescribed  under  this  act. 

(4)  If  it  purports  to  be  or  is  represented  as  a  feed  ingre- 
dient   or  if  it  purports  to  contain  or  is  represented  as  con- 
taining a  feed  ingredient,  unless  such  feed  ingredient  conforms 
to  the'definition  of  identity,   if  any,  prescribed  by  regulation 
of  the  secretary;  in  the  adopting  of  such  regulations  the  _  _

Section  9.     Inspection,  Sampling,  Analysis .— (a )  It  shall  be.

feeds  and  customer-formula  feeds  distributed  within  this  Comraon- 
wealth  at  such  time  and  place  to  such  an  extent  as  he  may  deem  .

(b)  The  methods  of  sampling  and  analysis  shall  be  those 
adopted  by  the  secretary  from  sources  such  as  the  Journal  of 
the  Association  of  Official  Agriculture  Chemists. 

(c)  The  secretary,  in  determining  for  administrative  pur- 
poses whether  a  commercial  feed  is  deficient  in  any  component, 
shall  be  guided  solely  by  the  official  sample  as  defined  m 
clause   (13)  of  section  3  and  obtained  and  analyzed  as  provided 
for  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section. 

(d)  wlien  the  inspection  and  analysis  of  an  official  sample 
indicates  a  commercial  feed  has  been  adulterated  or  misbranded, 
the  results  of  analysis  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  secretary 

to  the  distributor  and  the  purchaser.     Upon  request  withm 
thirty  days,  the  secretary  shall  furnish  to  the  distributor  a 
portion  of  the  sample  concerned. 

Section  10.    Rules  and  Regulations . —The  secretary  is  hereby 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  act  and  after  due  publicity 
and  due  public  hearing  is  empowered  to  promulgate  and  adopt 
such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  m 
order  to  secure  the  efficient  administration  of  this  act.

Section  11.     Detained  Commercial  Feeds. — (a)  "Withdrawal 
from  Distribution"  orders.    VJhen  the  secretary  or  his 
authorized  agent  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  any  lot  of 
commercial  feed  is  being  distributed  in  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  of  the  prescribed  re- 
gulations under  this  act,  he  may  issue  and  enforce  a  written 
or  printed  "withdrawal  from  distribution"  order,  warning  the 
distributor  not  to  dispose  of  the  lot  of  feed  in  any  manner 
until  written  permission  is  given  by  the  secretary  or  a  court 
of  competent  JURISDICTION.     The  secretary  shall  release  the 
lot  of  commercial  feed  so  withdravm  when  said  provisions  and 
regulations  have  been  complied  with.     If  compliance  is  not 
obtained  vjithin  thirty  days,  the  secretary  may  begin,  or  upon 
request  of  the  distributor  shall  begin,  proceedings  for  con- 
demnation. 

(b)     Condemnation  and  Confiscation.     Any  lot  of  commercial 
feed  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  and  regulations 
shall  be  subject  to  seizure  on  complaint  of  the  secretary  to 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  area  in  which  said 
commercial  feed  is  located.     In  the  event  the  court  finds  the 
said  commercial  feed  to  be  in  violation  of  this  act  and  orders 
the  condemnation  of  said  commercial  feed,  it  shall  be  disposed 
of  in  any  manner  consistent  with  the  quality  of  the  commercial 
feed  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonv/ealth :     Provided,  That  in  no 
instance  shall  the  disposition  of  said  commerci-il  feed  be  or- 
dered by  the  court  without  first  giving  the  claimant  an  oppor- 
tunity to  apply  to  the  court  for  release  of  said  commercial 
feed  or  for  permission  to  process  or  relabel  said  commercial 
feed  to  bring  it  into  compliance  with  this  act. 

Section  12.     Penalties. — (a)     Any  person  convicted  of  viola- 
ting any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  rules  and  re- 
gnalations  issued  thereunder  or  who  shall  impede,  obstruct, 
hinder,  or  otherwise  prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  said  secre- 
tary or  his  duly  authorized  agent  in  performance  of  his  duty 
in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  ad- 
judged guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars   ($50)  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
for  the  first  violation,  and  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  or  more  than  one  thousand  dollars   ($1,000)  for  a  sub- 
sequent violation  in  any  one  year.     In  all  prosecutions  under 
this  act  involving  the  composition  of  a  lot  of  commercial  feed, 
a  certified  copy  of  the  official  analysis  signed  by  the  secre- 
tary shall  be  accepted  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  composition. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  the 
secretary  or  his  representative  to  report  for  prosecution  or  for 
the  institution  of  seizure  proceedings  as  a  result  of  minor 
violations  of  the  act  when  he  believes  that  the  public  interest 
will  be  best  served  by  a  suitable  notice  of  warning  in  writing. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  district  attorney  to  whom 
any  violation  is  reported  to  cause  appropriate  proceedings  to 

be  instituted  and  prosecuted  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
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without  delay.     Before  the  secretary  reports  a  violation  for 
such  prosecution,  an  opportunity  shall  be  given  the  distributor 
to  present  his  view  to  the  secretary.  ^  ^  ^.u^ 

(d)  The  secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  for  and  tne 
court  to  grant  a  temporary  or  permanent  injunction  restraining 
any  oerson  from  violating  or  continuing  to  violate  any  ol  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated 
under  the  act  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  other  remedies 
at  law.     Such  injunction  to  be  issued  without  bond. 

(e)  Any  person  adversely  affected  by  an  act,  order  or  ruling 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  within  forty- 
five  days  thereafter  bring  action  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Dauphin  County  for  new  trial  of  the  issues  bearing  upon  such 
act,  order  or  ruling,  and  upon  such  trial  the  court  may  issue 
and  enforce  such  orders,  judgraents  or  decrees  as  the  court  may 
deem  proper,  just  and  equitable. 

Section  13.     Publications.— The  secretary  shall  publish  at 
least  annually,  in  such  forms  as  he  may  deem  proper,  information 
concerning  the  sales  of  commercial  feeds,  together  with  such 
data  on  their  production  and  use  as  he  may  consider  advisable, 
and  a  report  of  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  of ficial  samples 
of  commercial  feeds  sold  within  the  State  as  compared  with  the 
analyses  guaranteed  in  the  registration  and  on  the  label: 
Provided/however,  That  the  information  concerning  production 
and  use  of  commercial  feeds  shall  not  disclose  the  operations 
of  any  person. 

Section  H.     Constitutionality . —If  any  clause,  sentence, 
paragraph,  or  part  of  this  act  shall  for  any  reason  be  judged 
invalid  b}  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  judgement 
shall  not  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  remainder  thereof 
but  shall  be  confined  in  its  operation  to  the  clause,  sentence, 
paragraph,  or  part  thereof  directly  involved  in  the  controversy 
in  which  such  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered. 

Section  15.    Repeals-The  act  of  July  17,  1935  (P.  L._ll66), 
entitled  "An  act  requiring  the  licensing  of  portable  grinding 
mills  by  the  respective  counties;  fixing  fees  therefor;  and 
prescribing  penalties,"  and  the  act  of  May  29,  195o  (P.  L.  1788), 
entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  distribution  ot 
commercial  feeds  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania;  conferring 
powers  and  imposing  duties  on  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  and 
prescribing  penalties,"  are  repealed.

Definitions

(5)  "Bulk  fertilizer"  includes  commercial  fertilizer  J'^ '-^^^

(6)  "Brand"  includes  any  term,  design  or  trade  mark  used  .

(7)  "Grade"  means  the  minimum  percentage  of  total  nitrogen,  .<:: 
available  phosphoric  acid,  and  soluble  potash  stated  in  the 
order  given  in  this  definition,  and,  when  applied  to  mixed 
fertilizer,  shall  be  in  whole  numbers  only. 

(^)     "Official  sample"  means  any  sample  of  commercial  ferti- 
lizer taken  by  the  secretary. 

(9)  "Secretary"  includes  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or 
his  duly  authorized  deputy,  agent  or  representative. 

(10)  "Ton"  means  a  net  weight  of  two  thousand  pounds 
avoirdupois. 

(11)  "Percent"  or  "Percentage"  means  the  percentage  by 
weight. 

(12)  "Distributor"  includes  any  person  who  offers  for  sale, 
seiis,  barters,  or  otherwise  supplies  commercial  fertilizers. 
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(13)    "Sell"  or  "Sale"  includes  exchange. 

Section  3.    Registration. — (a)    Each  brand  and  grade  of 
commercial  fertilizer  shall  be  registered  by  the  maniif acturer 
or  importer  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before  being 
offered  for  sale,  sold  or  distributed  in  this  State.  The 
application  for  registration  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
secretary  on  forms  furnished  by  the  secretary  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per  brand.  The 
secretary  may  require  a  sample  label  to  be  submitted  before 
registering  any  fertilizer.    Upon  approval  by  the  Secretary, 
a  copy  of  the  registration  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant. 
All  registrations  shall  expire  on  June  30  of  each  year,  unless 
the  secretary  is  notified  on  a  yearly  basis  by  the  registrant 
on  forms  furnished  by  the  secretary,  listing  the  brands  and 
grades  the  registrant  wants  continued  and  intends  to  continue 
selling  in  the  next  twelve  month  period.     Those  registered  as 
of  June  30,  1965  shall  be  considered  to  be  permanently  regis- 
tered.    The  application  shall  include  the  following  information 
in  the  following  order: 

(1)  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  guaranteeing  the 
fertilizer. 

(2)  The  brand  and  grade. 

(3 )  The  guaranteed  analysis  showing  the  minimum  percentage 
of  plant  food  claimed  in  the  following  order  and  form: 

Total  Nitrogen    percent 

Available  Phosphoric  Acid  percent 

Soluble  Potash    percent 

Unacidulated  mineral  phosphatic  materials  and  basic  slag 
shall  be  guaranteed  as  to  both  total  and  available  phosphoric 
acid,  and  the  degree  of  fineness.     In  the  case  of  bone, 
tankage,  and  other  natural  organic  phosphate  materials,  only 
the  total  phosphoric  acid,  need  be  guaranteed.  Additional 
plant  food  elements,  determinable  by  chemical  methods,  may  be 
guaranteed  only  by  permission  of  the  secretary,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Director  of  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 
When  any  such  additional  plant  foods  are  claimed,  they  shall 
be  included  in  the  guarantee,  and  shall  be  subject  to  inspec- 
tion and  analysis  in  accordance  with  the  methods  and  regulations 
that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  secretary.    The  secretary  may 
permit  the  potential  basicity  or  acidity  (expressed  in  terms 
of  calcium  carbonate  equivalent  in  multiples  of  one  hundred 
per  ton)  to  be  registered  and  guaranteed. 

(b)  A  distributor  shall  not  be  required  to  register  any 
brand  of  commercial  fertilizer  which  is  already  registered 
under  this  act  by  another  person. 

(c)  The  plant  nutrient  content  of  each  and  every  brand  of 
commercial  fertilizer  must  remain  uniform  for  the  period  of 
registration,  and,  in  no  case,  even  at  a  subsequent  registration, 
shall  the  percentage  of  any  guaranteed  plant  food  element  be 
changed  in  such  a  manner  that  the  crop-producing  quality  of  the 
commercial  fertilizer  is  lowered. 

(d)  Any  person  who  manufactures,  mixes  or  mixes  to  customer's 
order  any  commercial  fertilizer  material  offered  for  sale,  sold 
or  distributed,  in  Pennsylvania  must  first  obtain  a  license 
from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
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(e)  Said  licensee  shall  at  all  times  produce  an  intimate 
and  uniform  mixture  of  commercial  fertilizer  materials.  When 
two  or  more  fertilizer  materials  are  delivered  in  the  same  load, 
they  shall  be  intimately  and  uniformly  mixed  unless  they  are  in 
separate  compartments. 

(f )  Any  person  who  mixed  to  the  customer »s  order  must  fur- 
nish to  the  purchaser  and  consumer  an  invoice  or  delivery 

ticket  showing • 

(1)  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  guaranteeing  the 

fertilizer;  ^    ^  , 

(2)  The  weight  and  guaranteed  analysis  of  each  of  the 
fertilizer  materials  used  in  the  intimate  mixture  or  delivered 
in  each  of  the  separate  compartments  in  the  load;  and 

(3)  The  guaranteed  analysis  of  the  mixture  as  required  in 
section  3  (a)  (3)  above. 

(g)  Any  licensee  required  to  be  licensed  in  subsection  (dj 
hereof,  who  sells  only  registered  grades,  shall  pay  a  ten 
dollar  ($10)  license  fee  as  well  as  a  registration  fee  for 
grades  not  previously  registered,  and  all  other  licensees 
shall  pay  a  twenty  dollar  ($20)  license  fee.    Said  license  fee 
shall  be  paid  annually  on  July  1. 

Section  4.    Labeling.  — (a )    Any  commercial  fertilizer 
offered  for  sale  or  sold  or  distributed  in  this  State  in  bags, 
barrels,  or  other  containers,  shall  have  placed  on  or  affixed 
to  the  container  in  written  or  printed  form  the  net  weight 
and  the  information  required  by  clauses  (1),   (2)  and  (3)  of 
subsection  (a)  of  section  3,  either  (1)  on  tags  affixed  to  the 
end  of  the  package  between  the  ears  or  on  the  sewed  end,  or 
(2)  directly  on  the  package  in  which  case,  for  bags  containing 
fifty  pounds  or  more,  the  grade  shall  appear  also  on  the  end 
or  on  the  face  of  the  package  in  type  that  is  plainly  legible. 

(b)  If  distributed  in  bulk,  a  written  or  printed  statement 
of  the  weight  and  the  information  required  by  clauses  (1),

delivery  and  be  supplied  to  the  purchaser. 

(c)  Fertilizer  materials  mixed  to  customer's  order  shall 
be  labeled  in  accordance  with  subsection  (f )  of  section  3. 

Section  5.    Inspection  Fees;  Reports.  — (a)    There  shall  be 
paid  to  the  secretary  for  all  commercial  fertilizers  offered 
for  sale,  sold  or  distributed  in  this  State  an  inspection  fee 
at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  ($.0^)  per  ton  or  at  a  rate  to  be 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  which  is  adequate 
for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  inspection,  sampling  and 
analysis,  and  other  expenses  necessary  for  the  administration 
of  this  act.    The  maximum  rate,  as  determined  by  the  secretary, 
shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  ($.10)  per  ton.    Inspection  fees 
shall  not  be  paid  for  sales  to  manufacturers  or  exchanges 
between  them.    Fees  so  collected  shall  be  placed  in  a  fund  for 
the  payment  of  the  costs  of  inspection,  sampling,  and  analysis, 
and  other  expenses  necessary  for  the  administration  of  this 
act  and  other  acts  specified  by  the  General  Assembly.

(b)  Payment  of  the  inspection  fee  shall  be  evidenced  by  a 
statement  of  commercial  fertilizer  distributed,  together  with 
documents  showing  that  fees  corresponding  to  the  tonnage  were

(c)  Every  manufacturer  or  importer  of  commercial  fertilizer 
in  this  state  selling  to  a  nonregistrant  shall  file,  in  a 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  not  later 
than  the  last  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  a  semi- 
annual statement,  setting  forth  the  number  of  net  tons  of 
commercial  fertilizer  distributed  in  this  State  during  the 
preceding  six-months  period  and,  upon  filing  such  statement, 
shall  pay  the  inspection  fee  at  the  rate  stated  in  subsection 
(a)  of  this  section. 

Section  6.    Inspection,  Sampling,  Analysis.— (a)    It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  sample,  inspect,  make  analysis 
of    and  test  commercial  fertilizers  distributed  within  this 
State  at  times  and  places  and  to  such  an  extent  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  determine  whether  such  commercial  fertilizers 
are  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

(d)  The  results  of  official  analysis  of  any  commercial 
fertilizer  which  has  been  found  to  be  subject  to  penalty  or 
other  legal  action  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  secretary  to  the 
registrant  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  report  is  submitted 
to  the  purchaser.     If  during  that  period  no  adequate  evidence 
to  the  contrary  is  made  available  to  the  secretary,  the  report 
shall  become  official.

the  secretary  against  the  manufacturer  in  accordance  with  the 
follovrlng: 

(1)  Total  Nitrogen.  A  penalty  of  three  times  the  value  of 
the  deficiency,  if  such  deficiency  is  in  excess  of  two-tenths 

of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed  two  percent;  twenty- 
five  one-hundredths  of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed 
three  percent;  thirty-five  one-himdredths  of  one  percent  on 
goods  that  are  guaranteed  four  percent;  four-tenths  of  one 
percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed  five  percent  up  to  and  in- 
cluding eight  percent;  five-tenths  of  one  percent  on  goods 
guaranteed  above  eight  percent  up  to  and  including  thirty  per- 
cent; and  seventy-five  one-hundredths  of  one  percent  on  goods 
guaranteed  over  thirty  percent, 

(2)  Available  Phosphoric  Acid.    A  penalty  of  three  times  the 
value  of  the  deficiency,  if  such  deficiency  exceeds  four-tenths 
of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed  up  to  and  including 
ten  percent;  five-tenths  of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are 
guaranteed  above  ten  percent  up  to  and  including  twenty-five 
percent;  and  seventy-five  one-hundredths  of  one  percent  on  goods 
guaranteed  over  twenty-five  percent. 

(3)  Soluble  Potash.    A  penalty  of  three  times  the  value  of 
the  deficiency,  if  such  deficiency  is  in  excess  of  two-tenths 
of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed  two  percent;  three- 
tenths  of  one  percent  on  goods  that  are  guaranteed  three  percent; 
four-tenths  of  one  percent  on  goods  guaranteed  four  percent; 
five-tenths  of  one  percent  on  goods  guaranteed  above  four  percent 
up  to  and  including  eight  percent,  six-tenths  of  one  percent  on 
goods  guaranteed  above  eight  percent  up  to  and  including  twenty 
percent;  and  one  percent  on  goods  guaranteed  over  twenty  percent. 

(4)  Deficiencies  in  any  other  constituent,  except  those 
covered  under  this  section,  which  the  registrant  is  required  to 
or  may  guarantee  shall  be  evaluated  by  the  secretary  and  penal- 
ties therefor  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  secretary. 

(b)    All  penalties  assessed  under  this  section  shall  be  paid 
to  the  purchaser  of  the  lot  of  commercial  fertilizer  represented 
by  the  sample  analyzed  within  three  months  after  the  date  of 
notice  from  the  secretary  to  the  registrant  and  receipts  eviden- 
cing payment  shall  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  secretary  by  the 
registrant.    If  said  purchaser  cannot  be  found,  the  amount  of 
the  penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  who  shall  de- 
posit the  same  into  the  General  Fiind. 

Section         Commercial  Value. — For  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  commercial  values  to  be  applied  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  7,  the  secretary  shall  determine  and  publish,  annually, 
the  values  per  pound  of  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid,  and  potash 
in  commercial  fertilizer  in  this  State.    The  values  so  determined 
and  published  shall  be  used  in  determining  and  assessing  penal- 
ties. 

Section  9.  Minimum  Plant  Nutrient  Content. — No  superphosphate 
containing  less  than  eighteen  percent  available  phosphoric  acid, 
and  soluble  potash  totals  less  than  twenty  percent  shall  be 
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distributed  in  this  state,  except  for  complete  fertilizers 
containing  twenty-five  percent  or  more  of  their  nitrogen  in 
water-insoluble  form  of  plant  or  animal  origin,  in  which  case 
the  total  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid,  and  soluble 
potash  shall  not  total  less  than  eighteen  percent.    The  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  specialty  ferti- 
lizers nor  to  any  fertilizer  materials  in  which  the  sources 
of  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  and  soluble  potash  are 
derived  solely  from  organic  materials. 

Section  10.    False  or  Misleading  Statements, — A 
commercial  fertilizer  is  misbranded,  if  it  carries 
any  false  or  misleading  statement  upon  or  attached 
to  the  container,  or  if  false  or  misleading  state- 
ments concerning  its  agricultural  value  are  made  on 
the  container,  or  in  any  advertising  matter  accom- 
panying or  associated  with  the  commercial  ferti- 
lizer.   It  shall  be  unlawful  to  distribute  a  mis- 
branded  commercial  fertilizer. 

Section  11.    Each  person  registering  commercial  fertilizers 
under  this  act  shall  furnish  the  secretary  with  a  confidential 
written  statement  of  the  tonnage  by  counties,  of  each  grade  of 
commercial  fertilizer  sold  by  him  to  a  nonregistrant  in  this 
State.    The  statement  shall  include  all  sales  for  the  periods 
of  July  1  to  and  including  December  31  and  of  January  1  to  and 
including  June  30  of  each  year.    A  statement  shall  not  be  re- 
quired when  the  reporting  system  in  subsection  (c)  of  section 
5  is  used.    The  secretary  may,  in  his  discretion,  cancel  the 
registration  of  any  person  failing  to  comply  with  this  section 
if  the  above  statement  is  not  made  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  close  of  each  period.    The  secretary,  however,  may 
grant  a  reasonable  extension  of  time.    No  information  furnished 
under  this  section  shall  be  disclosed  in  such  a  way  as  to 
divulge  the  operation  of  any  person.    The  secretary  or  his 
authorized  representative  shall  have  authority  to  examine  the 
manufacturer's  records  and  verify  the  tonnages  of  commercial 
fertilizer  mamifactured,  stored  or  sold  or  handled. 

Section  12,    Publications, — The  secretary  shall 
publish  at  least  annually  in  such  forms  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  information  concerning  the  sales  of  commercial 
fertilizers,  together  with  such  data  on  their  produc- 
tion and  use  as  he  may  consider  advisable,  and  a  re- 
port of  the  results  of  the  analysis  based  on  official 
samples  of  commercial  fertilizers  sold  within  the 
State  as  compared  with  the  analyses  guaranteed  under 
sections  3  and  4,    The  information  concerning  pro- 
duction and  use  of  commercial  fertilizers  shall  be 
shown  separately  for  the  periods  July  1  to  December  31 
and  January  1  to  June  30  of  each  year,  and  that  no 
disclosure  shall  be  made  of  the  operations  of  any 
person. 


Section  13.    Rules  and  Regulations.— The  secretary- 
is  authorized  to  prescribe  and,  after  public  hearing 
following  due  public  notice,  to  enforce  such  rules 
and  regulations  relating  to  the  distribution  of 
commercial  fertilizer  as  he  may  find  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  14.    Short  Weight.— If  any  lot  of  commercial 
fertilizer  in  the  possession  of  the  purchaser  is 
found  by  the  secretary  to  be  short  in  weight,  the 
registrant  of  said  commercial  fertilizer  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  official  notice  from  the 
secretary,  pay  to  the  purchaser  a  penalty  equal  to 
twice  the  value  of  the  actual  shortage. 

Section  15.     Cancellation  of  Licenses  and/or 
Registration.— The  secretary  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  cancel  the  license  of  any  distributor  or 
the  registration  of  any  brand  of  commercial  ferti- 
lizer or  to  refuse  to  register  any  brand  of  com- 
mercial fertilizer  as  herein  provided,  upon  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  the  registrant  has  used  fraudulent 
or  deceptive  practices  in  the  evasions  or  attempted 
evasions  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder.     No  license  or  re- 
gistration shall  be  revoked  or  refused  until  the  licensee 
or  the  registrant  has  been  given  the  opportunity  to  appear 
for  a  hearing  by  the  secretary. 

Section  16.     "Stop  Sale"    Orders.— The  secretary  may 
issue  and  enforce  a  written  or  printed  "stop  sale,  use, 
or  removal"  order  to  the  owner  or  custodian  of  any  lot 
of  commercial  fertilizer  and  to  hold  at  a  designated 
place  when  the  secretary  finds  the  commercial  fertilizer 
is  being  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.     The  order  shall  be  effec- 
tive until  the  law  has  been  complied  with  and  the  com- 
mercial fertilizer  is  released  in  writing  by  the  secretary 
or  the  violation  has  been  otherwise  legally  disposed  of  by 
written  authority.     The  secretary  shall  release  the  com- 
mercial fertilizer  so  withdrawn  when  the  requirements  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with  and  all 
costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  with- 
drawal have  been  paid. 

Section  17.    Seizure,  Condemnation  and  Sale — Any  lot  of 
commercial  fertilizer  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  on  complaint  of  the 
secretary  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  area 
in  which  the  commercial  fertilizer  is  located.     In  the  event 
the  court  finds  the  commercial  fertilizer  to  be  in  violation 
of  this  act  and  orders  the  condemnation  of  the  commercial 
fertilizer,  it  shall  be  disposed  of  in  any  manner  consistent 
with  the  quality  of  the  commercial  fertilizer  and  the  laws 
of  the  State,  but  in  no  instance  shall  the  disposition  of  the 
commercial  fertilizer  be  ordered  by  the  court  without  first

giving  the  claimant  an  opportunity  to  apply  to  the  court 
for  release  of  the  commercial  fertilizer  or  for  permission 
to  process  or  relabel  the  commercial  fertilizer  to  bring 
it  into  compliance  with  this  act. 

Section  IS.     Penalties. — Any  person  who  violates  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order 
made  pursuant  to  this  act  shall,  for  the  first  or  second 
offense,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  a  summary  proceeding, 
be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
($50)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  costs 
of  prosecution  and,  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall 
be  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  and  for  a  third  or  subsequent  offense,  if 
three  offenses  including  the  last  offense  are  committed 
within  one  year,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1000)  or  to  undergo  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  19.    Exchange  Between  Manufacturers-^Nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  restrict  or  avoid  sales  or 
exchanges  of  commercial  fertilizers  to  each  other  by 
importers,  manufacturers,  or  manipulators  who  mix  ferti- 
lizer materials  for  sale  or  as  preventing  the  free  and 
unrestricted  shipments  of  commercial  fertilizers  to  manu- 
facturers or  manipulators  who  have  registered  their  brands 
as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  20.    Appeals.— Any  action  of  the  secretary  with 
respect  to  the  registration  of  brands  or  the  assessment 
of  penalties  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  and  review  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1945 
(P.  L,  13Sg),  known  as  the  "Administrative  Agency  Law." 

Section  21.    Repeal.— The  act  of  May  1,  1909  (P.  L.  344), 
entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
commercial  fertilizer;  prescribing  penalties  for  its  vio- 
lation, and  repealing  an  act,  entitled  »An  act  to  regulate 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  commercial  fertilizer;  providing 
for  its  enforcement,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  its 
violation, »  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,"  is  repealed. 

Section  22.    Effective  Date.— This  act  shall  take  effect 
July  1,  1956,  but  the  registrations  of  fertilizers  registered 
prior  thereto  shall  not  expire  until  June  30,  1957.  State- 
ments shall  be  filed  and  payments  made  for  the  period  from 
Jariuary  1,  1956,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (c )  of  section  5  of  this  act. 

Section  23.    Violations  Committed  Prior  to  the  Effective 
Date  of  this  act.— The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  violations  committed  prior  to  its  effective  date,  but  the 
violations  shall  be  prosecuted  and  prosecutions  concluded 
under  the  provisions  of  law  in  force  at  the  time  the  violation 
occurred.    For  such  purpose  the  laws  repealed  by  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  to  remain  in  effect. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  REGISTRATION  AND  PREPARATION 
OF  LABELS  FOR  MEDICATED  FEEDS 


A  Medicated  Feed  is  any  feed  which  contains  drug  ingredients 
intended  or  represented  for  the  cure,  mitigation,  treatment,  or 
prevention  of  diseases  of  animals  other  than  man  or  which  contains 
drug  ingredients  intended  to  affect  the  structure  or  any  function 
of  the  body  of  animals  other  than  man. 

Antibiotics  included  in  a  feed  at  growth  promotion  and/ or 
feed  efficiency  levels  are  drug  additives  and  feeds  containing 
such  antibiotics  are  included  in  the  foregoing  definition  of 
"Medicated  Feed." 

All  feeds  containing  drugs  must  be  labeled  as  medicated  feeds 
using  labeling  format  as  in  the  following  recoimnendation  for  Type 
B  labels,  except  that  feeds  containing  antibiotics  at  growth 
promotion  and/or  feed  efficiency  levels  only  shall  use  the  Type  A 
labeling  format. 

Federal  Regulations  require  all  firms  adding  drugs  for  any 

Surpose  to  animal  feeds  to  be  registered  with  the  U.S.  Dept.  of 
ealth,  Education  and  Welfare,  Food  and  Drug  Administration. 

A,    Information  Required  on  the  Label.    In  addition  to  the 
information  required  for  non-medicated  feeds,  medicated  feeds  are 
required  to  carry  the  following  information  in  their  labeling; 
(af  the  purpose  of  the  medication;     (b)  directions  for  use  of  the 
feed;     (c)  the  names  of  all  active  drug  ingredients;     (d)  the 
amounts  of  all  active  drug  ingredients  except  for  feeds  covered 
by  the  Type  A  label  where  a  declaration  of  amount  is  optional; 

(e)  a  warning  or  caution  statement  for  a  withdrawal  period  when 
required  for  the  particular  drug  contained  in  the  feed,  and 

(f)  warnings  against  misuse.     It  is  suggested  that  the  label 
include  this  information  in  the  following  form:

Labels  for  feeds  containing 
prowth  promotion  and/or  feed  efficiency  levels  of 
antibiotics,  which  are  to  be  fed  continuously  as  a 
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sole  ration,  are  not  required,  at  the  present  time, 
to  make  quantitative  guarantees,  except  as  specifi- 
cally indicated  in  certain  instances  in  the  Federal 
Additive  Regulations  for  certain  antibiotics,  such  as 
Tylosin,  Oleandomycin,  and  Nystatin,  wherein  quanti- 
tative guarantees  are  required  regardless  of  the  level 
or  purpose  of  the  antibiotic. 
5.    Directions  for  use  should  be  indicated. 
Type  B  is  to  be  used  for  all  medicated  feeds  which  contain 
drugs  for  specific  purposes,  such  as:    Prevent^ion  of  diseases, 
treatment  of  diseases,  aid  in  control  of  diseases,  hormone  action, 
worming,  etc.    It  is  also  to  be  used  for  certain  non-antibiotic 
drugs  added  for  growth  stimulation  and  feed  efficiency  purposes 
(i.e.,  organic  arsenicals).    The  following  features  should  be 
noted : 


1.  The  word  "Medicated"  shall  appear  directly  following 
and  below  the  product  name,  in  type-size  no  smaller  than 
one-half  the  type-size  of  the  product  name. 

2.  The  purpose  statement  shall  appear  below  the  term 
"Medicated."    It  should  be  as  precise  and  simple  as  that 
stated  in  the  antibiotic  and  food  additive  regulations. 

3.  Active  drug  ingredients  are  to  be  guaranteed  in  the 
usual  manner.    Note  that  the  hormone  percentage  need  not 
be  stated  in  the  product  name  but  may  appear  only  as  a 
regular  active  drug  ingredient  guarantee. 

4.  Directions  for  use  should  be  precise  and  simple.  They 
may  be  stated  on  the  back  of  the  label  providing  there 
is  a  reference  to  them  on  the  front  of  the  label,  such 
as  "See  back  of  label  for  direction  for  use«" 
Alternatively,  the  purpose  statement  may  be  concluded 
by  the  phrase,  "when  fed  in  accordance  with  directions 
for  use  as  stated  on  back  of  label." 

Required  warning  statements  must  be  conspicuously 
displayed  on  the  label  and  preceded  by  the  appropriate 
word,  i.e.,  "Warning,"  "Caution,"  "Important etc.  as 
consistent  with  existing  federal  regulations. 
C,    Submitting  Copy  for  Registration.     It  is  suggested  that 
typed  copy  of  proposed  labeling  for  medicated  feeds  be  submitted 
to  State  and  Federal  officials  for  comment  before  the  copy  is 
sent  to  the  printer.    This  may  save  the  cost  of  printing  unaccept- 
able labels,  r-  to  r 

Because  drugs  in  feeds  may  result  in  tissue  residues  of  the 
animals  which  consume  the  medicated  feed,  the  assay  of  animal  feeds 
IS  highly  important  along  with  warning  statements  indicating 
specific  withdrawal  time  of  medicated  feeds.    No  drug  or  combination 
of  drugs  m  feeds  for  animals  should  be  submitted  for  registration 
unless  a  collaboratively  tested  method  for  the  analysis  of  the  drug 
in  feeds  of  the  type  to  be  used  is  also  submitted.

DrSS  Applifation  or'an  Antibiotic  Form  10  before  he  can  manufac- 
t^  the  specific  mix.     If  the  medicated  feed  used  in  the  mix  can 
legally  be  obtained  or  purchased  by  the  farm  feeder,  then  the 
cuitom  mixer  can  legally  use  the  medicated  feed,  provided  the 
customer  formula  or^ specif ications  are  in  accordance  >^th  the 
directions  for  mixing  and  use  as  stated  on  ^he  label  of  the  me^ 
cated  feed.

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If  the  same  mixer  provides  a  feed  product  for  commercial  dis- 
tribution, using  the  same  medicated  feed,  it  may  be  necessary  then 
for  him  to  obtain  a  New  Drug  Application,  a  Supplemental  New  Drug 
Application  clearance,  or  an  Antibiotic  Form  10  clearance  in 
accordance  with  Federal  Regulations  before  he  can  offer  his  own 
commercial  feed  for  general  distribution.

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GOOD  MANUFACTURING  PRACTICES 


The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  guidelines  on  "Good  Man\xfact\iring  Practices" 
for  the  production  of  medicated  animal  feeds  have  focused  attention  on  the  practices  of 
the  feed  industry.    Their  purpose  is  to  prevent  the  manufacture  of  contaminated  feeds 
which  might  result  in  harmful  effects  to  form  animals  or  permit  a  carryover  of  drugs  to 
the  finished  carcass  or  aniinal  products.    Adherence  to  these  will  result  in  feeds  that 
have  been  processed  and  packaged  in  such  a  manner  so  as  to  assure  their  safety  and 
efficacy. 

The  twenty-four  "key  points"  are  for  use  as  a  guide  to  determine  if  a 
plant  or  facility  is  following  "good  manufacturing  practices."

7.  Drugs  should  be  handled  and  stored  so  as  to  maintain  identity 
and  purity.    Receiving  and  inventoiy  records  are  necessary. 

8.  Non-drug  ingredients  should  be  handled  and  stored  to  avoid 
contamination • 

9.  Feed  formula  records  shall  be  prepared  and  retained  for  one 
year. 

10.  Production  records  shall  be  prepared  and  retained  for  one  year. 

11.  Customer-formula  information  shall  be  recorded  and  retained  for 
one  year, 

12.  Each  step  should  be  checked  to  obtain  and  maintain  desired 
distribution  and  concentration  of  drugs  and  ingredients  in  the 
finished  feed. 
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PACKAGING-LABELING 


15.  Eqxiipment  shall  be  cleaned  and  inspected  whenever  necessary 
to  prevent  unsafe  contamination, 

16.  San^ling  and  assay  must  be: 

(1)  in  accord  with  NDA  or  Fonn  10  clearance,  or 

(2)  in  accord  with  current  regulations, 

17.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  withhold  feed  from  distribution 
when  it  does  not  meet  specifications, 

18,  Provision  shall  be  made  for  correct  identification  and 
labeling  of  medicated  feeds, 

19.  CorqxLete  labeling  shall  accon5)any  bulk  medicated  feeds. 

20,  Provide  a  system  of  storing  and  handling  labels  to  avoid 
possible  label  mix-ups, 

21,  Establish  specifications  and  test  procedures  to  insure  that 
medicated  feeds  conform  to  established  standards, 

22,  Maintain  a  record  of  assay  results,  including  state  feed

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FEED  INGREDIENT  ANALYSES 

This  chart  does  not  give  actual  or  average  figures  for  feed 
ingredients,  but  values  that  are  "safe"  for  use  in  calculating 
the  guaranteed  analysis  of  mixed  feeds.    The  protein  and  fat  per- 
centages are  a  little  less  than  the  actual  average  value  and  the 
fiber  percentages  given  are  just  a  little  more  than  the  actual 
average  value. 

The  Pennsylvania  Commercial  Feed  Law  requires  each  sale  of 
feed  stuffs  to  be  guaranteed  as  to  its  composition.    The  guaranteed 
analysis  should  be  on  each  bag  or  on  the  invoice  in  the  case  of 
bulk  delivery.    The  manufacturers  guarantees  should  more  closely 
give  the  true  values  for  that  particular  shipment.

CALCULATION  OF  THE  ANALYSIS  OF  A  FEED  MIXTURE 

The  approximate  chemical  analysis  for  any  mixture  may  be  calculated  by  using 
figures  for  the  average  composition  of  ingredients  in  the  following  manner. 

On  page  xxxi  will  be  found  a  table  listing  the  ingredients  most  commonly  used 
and  their  average  composition. 

Calculating  the  Per  Cent  in  the  Mix 

1.  List  the  ingredients  and  the  pounds  of  each  used  in  the  mix. 

2.  Obtain  from  the  guarantee  on  the  bags  or  from  Table  1,  the  percentages 
of  protein,  fat  and  fiber  and  list  them  opposite  the  ingredients  as  in 
Table  2. 

3.  Multiply  the  percent  of  protein,  fat  and  fiber  of  each  ingredient  by  the 
number  of  pounds  of  each  ingredient.    This  gives  the  pounds  of  protein, 
fat  and  fiber  in  the  given  weight  of  each  ingredient. 

4.  Add  the  pounds  of  protein,  fat  and  fiber  in  all  ingredients.   Divide  each 
of  these  totals  by  totals  by  total  pounds  of  ingredients  in  the  feed  and 
multiply  by  100.    This  gives  the  percentage  of  crude  protein,  crude  fat 
and  crude  fiber  in  the  ration. 

Note:  Minerals  may  be  calculated  in  the  same  way.

The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture  actively  supports  the  Association  of 
American  Fertilizer  Control  Officials,     Therefore,  we  propose  to 
formally  promulgate  the  following  of  their  recommendations  as  our 
regulations.

Soil  Acidity  is  limiting  field  crop  pro- 
duction on  many  Pennsylvania  farms  and 
fields  more  than  the  shortage  of  nitro- 
gen, phosphorus  and  potassitim.  Many 
farmers  are  not  getting  the  full  bene- 
fit of  the  fertility  that  is  already 
in  the  soil  or  the  greatest  returns 
possible  on  the  fertilizers  they  apply 
because  soil  acidity  is  the  first 
limiting  factor.    Farmers  sometimes 
apply  fertilizers,  but  their  crops  do 
not  show  the  response  they  expected 
and,  in  a  few  cases,  crop  yields  have 
been  reduced  by  the  use  of  fertilizers. 
Their  first  thought  is  that  something 
was  wrong  with  the  fertilizers,  but  a 
soil  test  has  shown  that  acidity  was 
the  culprit.    Therefore,  the  applica- 
tion of  limestone,  if  it  is  needed, 
should  be  the  first  step  in  soil  fer- 
tility programs. 

What    are  the  benefits  from  applying 
limestone  on  acid  soils?    The  most 
widely  recognized  benefit  from  apply- 
ing limestone  is  to  adjust  soil  acidity 
to  a  level  that  is  desirable  for  effi- 
cient crop  production.    However,  this 
"desirable"  level  of  acidity  results 
in  three  other  benefits  that  are  not  so 
widely  recognized.    They  are: 

1.  Making  the  plant  nutrients-nitrogen, 
phosphonis  and  potassium- that  are  al- 
ready in  the  soil  or  are  applied  in 
fertilizers  more  available  for  crop  use, 

2.  Making  the  toxic  substances  such 
as  aluminum  and  manganese  less  soluble 
and  thus  reducing  the  amounts  of  these 
in  the  soil  solution  (soil  water)  to  a 
level  where  they  are  not  injtirious  to 
growing  plants, 

3.  Adding  calcium  and  mangnesium  to 
the  soil.    Both  of  these  are  essential 
for  good  plant  growth. 

The  chart  illustrates  the  solubility 
or  availability  of  some  of  the  plant 
nutrients  in  a  soil  at  varying  degrees 
of  acidity  (soil  jrfl).

This  chart  shows  how  soil  pH  influences 
the  availability  of  nutrients  to  the 
growing  plants.    At  low  pH,  for  exanple, 
harmful  amounts  of  manganese  and  aliomi- 
num  are  available  to  crops.    Also,  phos- 
phorus availability  is  reduced  because 
relatively  insoluble  compounds  of  iron 
and  aluminum  phosp^tes  are  formed  at  pH 
levels  less  than  5«5.    At  high  pH  levels, 
the  phosphorus  reacts  with  calcium  thus 
reducing  the  amount  of  available  phos- 
phorus.   Therefore  the  best  pH  level  for 
most  field  crops  is  from  6.5  to  7.0,
